‘*The life of anitinerant painter, 
even under normal circumstances, 
was not easy 150 years ago; but if 
one could neither hear nor speak, 
the necessity of mingling with a 
constant flow of uncomprehending 
strangers must have magnified the 
ordinary hardships of a solitary 
traveler.”’

‘EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


. 
Zoning Approved 
The Planning Board has decided to take its case to 
town meeting, as far as industrial zoning is concerned. 
And we wholeheartedly recommend passage of the by- 
laws, which will strengthen permitted uses and regula- 


tions governing the areas; and which will adjust the areas 
themselves, 

It was our thought, a week ago, that there might be 
better chance of passage if the subject was taken up at a 
special meeting next fall, based on the extended time 
allowed to explain the proposals to residents of the town. 

But at whatever time the articles are presented, we en- 
dorse them, and urge their adoption. 

Andover is not the only community struggling with this 
problem — we have heard of many, where the residents 
already living in rural areas dislike the idea of industrial 
zoning in their general section of town. This is a natural 
complaint, and one that always comes up when industrial 
expansion follows well behind residential growth. Only 
communities that are new, where full-scale plans could be 
provided ahead of growth, have been able to escape this 
dilemna. 

One of the unfortunate and undesirable effects of zoning 
changes is that some residents’ objections have to be 
weighed in the light of the over-all value to the town. We 
think the proposed zoning will benefit the town as a 
whole, and thus support it. 


Specify The Study Area 


The Taxpayers Association has sponsored an article in 
the warrant, calling for a study of the municipal govern- 
ment. 

Spokesmen for the group have indicated that, actually, 
it is desired to have the representative form of town 
meeting put under scrutiny. But the article was worded in 
a general way so that other municipal structures could be 
studied, as they work out in the various towns and cities 
of the Commonwealth. 

It seems to us that, having had a study of the local 
government several years ago, and then adopting the town 
manager-selectman form, we have had enough studies for 
a while. 

It may be prudent to look at the representative town 
meeting idea, and that can be specifically accomplished 
if the sponsors of the article amend it on the floor of town 
meeting to specify this. Otherwise, we can’t see much 
value in studying various forms of municipal government, 
which were carefully inspected by a town-appointed com- 
mittee only recently. 


Vital Hearing March 14 

One of the most potentially dangerous bills filed in the 
Legislature comes up for a hearing March 14 before the 
Judiciary Committee. 

The bill would allow the removal of sand and gravel, 
without local permit, for public projects paid for in part 
or whole by state or federal funds. 

Considerable public clamor has already been heard in 


opposition to the bill, because it violates principles of 


home rule. 

But think, for a moment, about what such legislation 
could mean to Andover. 

Route 495 construction through our town will require 
tremendous amounts of fill — and the contractors would, 
naturally, like obtain to the 
construction as possible. Thus it seems nearly certain 


to this material as close 


that the town would be subject to demands for gravel in 
great quantities, and pits would spring up all over the 
community, 

This must not happen. 

Every interested resident should make known his 
opinion on the subject to the area’s legislators, and might 
also address an opinion to the Judiciary Committee of the 
Legislature,

Taxpayers Disagree 
On Recreation Need © 


The Andover Taxpayers Asso- 
ciation, although agreeing with the 
Finance Committee on most town 
meeting items, has taken issue 
over the appropriation for a full- 
time recreation director. 

The Association, in comments 
prepared for the voters’ con- 
sideration prior to the meeting, 
nas suggested that ‘‘It is out of 
proportion to put a $7,000 man in 
charge of a $23,615 program’’ 

The report indicates that an ex- 
panded recreation program should 
come first, before a director is 
approved. 

In its report, the Association 
approves expenditures for new and 
replacement equipment, comment- 
ing that this is a good year to im- 
prove the equipment situation. 

The report congratulates the 
South School Building Committee, 
because there has been a surplus 
in its account that can now be used 
for the proposed school on Lovejoy 
rd. The Taxpayers have, however, 
promised to have recommenda- 
tions on the new school on the 
floor of town meeting. 

Industrial zoning comes in for 
scrutiny, with the Association 
going on record as opposed to any 
extension of the industrial areas, 
until industry shows some interest 
in existing industrial zones. The 
report points out that adequate 
sewers, water and roads will be 
needed for the proposed new areas. 

In its report, the Association 
indicates its approval of the 
Finance Committee’s work, and 
contends that there is a need for a 
second organization in town to 
evaluate articles and _ initiate 
moves for long-range town im- 
provements. 

Under the heading of studies, 
the report also comments that its 
article in the warrant for a study 
group has ‘nothing to do with the 
town manager form of administra- 
tion.”’ 

The article was prompted, the 
report states, because it is phy- 
sically impossible to house ‘‘more 
than a minority of our almost 
10,000 voters under present con- 
ditions’’. The article proposes 
‘that a study group investigate 
other ways of conducting the town’s 
business’’, the report asserts. If 
any recommendations are forth- 
coming, they would be discussed at 
the town meeting next year, and 
possibly placed on the ballot in 
1963, thus becoming effective no 
earlier than 1964.
